1. Claims 6-10, 15-19, 21-32, 34-38, 42 of U. S. Application 09/518,697, filed March 3, 
2000, are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6-10, 15-19, 21-32, 34-38, 42 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the "massing 
elements" recitation, in the context of the claims, renders the claims novel and non- 
obvious over the prior art of record. The 101 and 1 12 rejections have been withdrawn in 
view of the amendment and Applicant's arguments (4/30/2004).
